“ WASHINGTON, March .1.The: first 
anniversary of the declaration of war 
against Germany, which ¢alls on. April 
6, will be’ distinguished “by” opening” the 
campaign forthe third Liberty.

This announcement, subject: to the -ac- 
tion of-Congress in the. matter of addi- 
tional legislation increasing the author- 
ity of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
was made tonight by Secretary McAdoo. 

The precise nature of the: modifica- 
tions to be sought from Congress in the 
character of the next issue of bonds has 
not been indicated. However, it is more 
than suggested by discussion in banking 
circles for several weeks past, 
ing exists that to successfully place-the 
large volume of the. third issue there 
must. be some modification of the rate 
of interest and the taxable character of 
the second issue, otherwise,. it is. con- 
tended, the bonds would not be accepted 
by e investment public. 

It is recognized by high financial‘ au- 
thorities that three successive. demands 
on-the investment: power of the Ameri-. 
can people “within less than-a year may 
have diminished the ability of the coun-' 
try to respond in the measure and with 
the promptitude that -charactrized the 
sale*of the other iseues. ‘It is not un- 
rhkely therefore. that within the next 
fortnight ° the banking opinion of the 
country * may advance the fmpression 
‘that the next issue of bonds must be 
free from all taxation in order ‘to make 
the issue sell up to the. volume -of $3,- 
000,000,000 as it is the desire to do. 

“It has been argued that such an issue 

would be almost wholly calculated for 
sequéstratida ir’ the” possession ‘of the 
rich and the loan would lose 3ts popular 
character. Secrétary McAdoo has ‘said

In a statement given out tonight Sec- 
retary McAdoo suggests to some de- 
gree this feeling on bis part: Mr: Me- 
Adoo said: 

“The amount, terms, and conditions 
of the loan have not yet been ~- decided 
because these features are dependent 
upen further legislation. I-expect to ask 
the Congress at an early date to grant 
the necessary . additional authority. Of 
course, the opening date of: the cam- 
paign is somewhat dependent upon ‘the 
new legislation, but it is hoped and: be- 
lieved that the matter can be considered 
and determined-in ample time to begin 


the campaign-.on the date suggested. |

ISMOOT PREDICTS INFLATION: 


Says a Long War will Force the 
Government to Pay. Debts 
with Paper Money. ‘ 


Special to The New’ Yark Times. ‘ 
WASHINGTON, March 1.—Passage 
of the Administration War . Finance. 
Corporation’ bill was blocked today in 
the Senate by a fight based on the con- 
tention that it was necessary to safe- 
guard the corporation against control by. 
Wall Street interests. The fight resulted 
in a defeat for the Finance Comimitteé 
and in full victory for those who deemed 
such safeguardifg. necessary. 

As originally presented to the commit- 
tee, the bill provided. that “‘ no Director 
or officer of the corporation (the War 
Finance Copporation) shall continue to 
be an Officer, .Director or Trustee of 
any other corporation, or member of 
any firm of, bankers.” The committee 
struck this from'the measure, _substi- 
tuting for it a provision that ‘any Di- 
rector shall be subject to removal hy 
the President of the United: States.” 

This,. it was felt by committee mem- 
bers, provided a full and speedy remedy 
against any improper acts by any Di- 
rector of the corporation. But the Sen- 
ate, by a vote of 37-to 31, reversed the 
committee ‘and ordered the original pro- 
vision reinserted. 

The committee then accepted an 
amendment by Senator Owen‘ of Okla-¥ 
homa; providing that the corporation 
Directors shotild not continue to be 
“adtive ” Directors of any other cor- 
poration. But that améndment, in turn, 
was replaced by a provision suggested 
by Senator Reed, and modified by Sen- 
ator Pittman, which requires ‘‘ that no 
Director of ‘the, corporation shall par- 
ticipate directly or indirectly in- any 
transaction with the corporation which 
affects any concern in which he is direct- 
ly or indirectly interested.” 

The effect of this amendment, Sen- 
ator Pittman said, would be to force 
members of Wall Street banking or 
financial houses, if called to member- 
ship in the Finance Corporation, to 
sever all connection with their private 
interests, inasmuch as all the great 
Wall Street financial houses doubtless 
would have many transactions, for 
themselves or their clients, with the 
War Finance Corporation. 

“The question is,’’ said Senator Reed, 
‘‘ shall a man sit on the Board of Di- 
rectors of this, corporation which is to 


end. the” people’s money and at the 


same time sit on the Board ‘of Directors 
that is to borrow the people’s money— 
in.other words, do business with him- 


self? ’’

Experience of Boy; Raised Here, 
. Who. Was: Seized by Kaiser. - 
Special to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, March 1.—The experi- 
ences of a young German boy, who lived 
practically all of*his Jife in America, 
but who was compelled to take up arms 
for Germany when the Kaiser moved on 
Paris-in 1914, are*contained in a story 
told by this young soldier to C. T. Will- 
janis, 4° local *banker/ who spent six 
months in Europe last year as Secretary | 
of the Rumanian Red Cross Commis<" 
sion. Mr, Williams told the story here 

today.- 
Henry Smith is the boy’s name, and 
Mr. Williams met him during his stay

lines: Here is Smith’s story: 

** My name is Henry Smith and I am 
20 years old. I have been at work in the 
hgspital here four_weeks. My parents 
are German and were en route to Amer~ 
ica to settle when I was born at sea. 
My parents went to Chicago, where I 
spent most of my life. My parents lived 
in New York, at 1,029 Madison Street, 
for the last two years. 

“In 1914 I visited my aunt a Bremen. 
I was living with her when war was de- 
clared, being at that time 18 years old. 
In Germany you ‘have to register and 
as soon as I got there I tad to register. 
On: Oct. 13, 1914, they came. after* me 
and mi went in the Third Guard Regi- 
men 

‘* I. was in training until Dec. 28, then 
went to the ag at Nieuport, Belgium. 
It was on Jan. 3, 1915, when I arrived at 
the front. and eet ‘into battle on the 
28th. This was our first big’ battle and 
it lasted five days.

*T was in Belgium until the Spring of 
1915.

““We came to Galicia on June 5,. 1915. : 
we were there until September, all the 
time advancing.

‘We returned. to France and’ were sent 
to Verdun. We were there until Bag =f

$5,226,453 IN THRIFT. DRIVE. 


Ali Daily Records Broken Here’ on 
Last Day of February. 


An average of $1 from each of New 
York’s 5,000,000 | inhabitants has been 
added to the country’ s war chest through 
the sale of war savings and thrift 
stamps. The sales totaled $176,000. on 
Feb. 27, while on the last day of the 
month they reached $350,835.45. This is 
by far the biggest daily return since the 
opening of the, campaign, the nearest 
approach being on Jan. 21 with 
$263,806.48. 

The price of war savings stamps went 
up 1 cent yesterday, to $4.14, at, which 
point they will remain during the month 
of March. The final rush to get stamps 
at $4.13 -boosted the total sales since 
Dec. 8-to $5,226,458.53. For the month 
of February the receipts equaled $1,- 
544,251.22. 

The recruiting detachments of the 
United States Marine Corps, which have 


received orders to discontinue recruiting 
because the Marine Cora is filled up to 
the limit allowed by law, is now de- 
rae, itself to getting recruits for the 
“thrift”. -army of the United States, 
and is. selling war savings and thrift 
stamps on the streets of the city.

The Boy 
Scouts of America have also begun their 
nation-wide campaign for the sale ‘of 
war savings ‘stamps, more than 11,000 
scouts being at work in New York City.

FIRE PRECAUTIONS URGED. 


Council of Defense Tells: of Great 
Increase in Nation’s Losses. 


W. E. Mallalieu,' general manager of 
the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, gave out a copy, of a letter 
yesterday which is being sent from the 
Washington headquarters of the Na- 
tional Counci} of Defense to the State 
Councils of Defense throughout the coun- 
try, calling for greater vigilance in pre- 
venting fires. The warning says in part: 

“*We have written you several times 
about fire prevention, and a large num- 
ber of States have taken active measures 
to guard against fire. Nevertheless, the 
fire loss in 1917, rising to the huge sum 
of $230,000,000, was larger than ever 
before in the history of the United 
States, except in 1906, the year of the 
San Francisco conflagration ; it exceeded 
the 1916 loss by, $80,000,000, and 1916 had 
already shown a like increase over the 
preceding year. <A particularly ominous 
feature is a recent great increase in the 








number of fires of incendiary and un- 


known origin in places where they are 
most effective to Mnorganine industry— 
in factories, elevators, warehouses, lum- 
ber yards, and docks 

The National Conall urges constant 
watchfulness, frequent inspection, extra 
guards, especially at night, and the 
proper care and segregation of all in- 
flammable waste.

THE WAR AFTER THE WAR. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States reports a vote of 1;204 
to 154 in its-referendum regarding 
an economic boycott to’céntrol German 
armament -when peace is established: 
The overwhelming sentiment among 
1,000 local commercial organizations 
fs that Germany should be threatened 
with. “ disastrous economic war" in 
order to obtdin one chief object. of this 
war. The particular local interest in 
the point is that New York's leading 
commercial organizations are -in the 
negative of that proposal. Its: chief 
‘strength ts: found. among: those.’ who, 
pernaps, are not putting their full: en- 
ergies into winning this war. 

- If this war is won, there will be'no 
need of an economic boycott for any 
purpose. If it 1s not won, the’ eco- 
nomic boycott would be: useless for 
any purpose. Every isstie which can 
be imagined, political or ,moral ‘or 
economic, {is bound up in. this war. 
Talk of an economic boycott jis futile 
against. the mailed hand which holds 
a sword that. knows no scruple. We 
should have ‘té, learn: the economic 
boycott from its first principles, as we 
are learning war from the professo 
and. practitioners of poison gas and 
child murder. ‘When this war is over 
we shall havé had enough of. war~of 
any sort, and” Germany. will. have had 
too much. Peace on earth, good-will 
to men, is our preference, and that is 
the reason why we are in this war. 

When.peace returns there. will be no 
need to limit Germany’s . armament.: 
She will be disarmed and handcuffed 
against evil deeds, provided those vot- 
ing. for the boycott do their duty as 
those are doing it who vote against the 


Germany. When the moral world is} 
done with Germany, the will to sur- 
vive oh the ruin of others will have 
been taken out of her, and the desire 
for an excessive armament will be 
controlled better than by any boycott. 





THE RAILWAY OBJECT LESSON. 

The railway tragedy has been played 
through, with the result that the au- 
thors are conquered but not convinced. 
That is the interpretation of the con- 
tradictory votes by the House of Rep- 
resentatives reported yesterday. ‘Vot- 
ing. in Committee of the Whole, where 
there is no record and sentiments are 
not responsive to public opinion, - the 
House rejected the. Administration’s 
proposals for the correction. of the 
errors of the lawmakers in recent 
years. But when the voting was by 
yeas and ys only six ventured to 
vote the way in public. In favor 
of the Administration’s proposals, 
which preserve the original ‘excellent 
features of regulation of railways in 
the public interest, there. were 337 
yeas. The House was willing but 
afraid to carry its ideas of railway reg- 
ulation further. . It follows the Inter- 
state Commerce. Commission in sur- 
‘rendering to stronger and wiser hands 
the task of rescuing the railways from 
the depression into which Federal leg- 
islation has. thrown them, with. able 
assistance by. State Legislatures.and 
some help by erring railways. 

The House’still thinks that stronger

ship would do what ‘compulsory un- 
economic réduction of -ratés failed to 
‘do.

COURTS. ; 

The ' Treasury ~ official™ explaining 
the income and excess. profits law 
says. that it is “ most confusing be- 
cause least understood.” .The ‘Treas- 
ury- has found it so...When- the Su- 
preme Court decided that a stock 
dividend was a rédistribution of cap- 
ital, a-division of. assets’ and not-of 
income, the Treasury said that it 
would proceed with the collection of 
the ‘tax on ‘such dividends neverthe- 
less.

Cossacks’ éctivities in these times fatal 
to Russia, Most heartily do I ‘approve. 
of. your Washington correspondent’s 
communication of Feb. 25, saying: 
“The only: hope of saving Russia both 
for herself and from the “Germans is in 
the Don‘ Cossacks. Russia’s armies are 
téo ‘demoralized: to be -reformed during 
this war. But the Cossacks are a mili- 
tary people, born to no other pursuit, 
and they are enemies both of disunion 
and of the Bolsheviki.” I must only 
add that.there are ten, separate ‘Cossack 
armies (voiskos) settled along ‘the fron- 
tiers: Don, Kubén, Terek, Astrakhan, 
Ural, Orenburg, Siberian, Semiretchenck, 
Amur, and Usurt, As popular educa- 
tion among the -Cossacks stands at a 
higher level than-.in the rest of Russia, 
the Bolsheviki cannot impose upon them 
their mad dreams as easily as uponethe 
peasantry.. Moreover, the Cossacks have 
three or four times as much land as the 
peasants of- Russia in general have; 
therefore, they cannot be allured by 
promises of gains from the wholesale 
land ‘confiscation and redistribution. 
However, as cavalry regiménts, the Cos- 
sacks are supplied only with light field 
guns, and in: this case the Bolshevist in- 
fantry regiments ‘have an advantage | 
over them on account of their heavy 
cannon. 

It. is. significant . that Mr. Rodzianko, 
'President of the Duma, settled in Novo-

not intend to found a‘ State within the’ 
State,” but merely ‘sees in: this central- 
ization the “ best ‘means of attaining 
and maintaining the aims” : set forth 
above. 

All existing societies of Germans are 
called upon as ‘‘ organized representatives 
of Deutschtum” to make it a point of 
honor to form @ national alliance, to 
foster formation of new societies in all 
States of the Union, so that the whole 
mass of Germans in America can. be 
used asa unit for political: action. This 


league pledges itself “with all legal] 


means at hand unswervingly and at all 
timés to enter the lists for the main- 
tenance and propagation of its principles, 
for their vigorous defense wherever and 
whenever in danger.”

The report of Clarence Y. Palits.on 
the situation of the tenants: of New 
York apartments, with his suggestions 
to better conditions, is not only a force- 
ful, lugid, and ‘sane plea for justice to 
the tenant, but is probably the most 
timely word that has yet been spoken 


| regarding a serious situation. 


While the. cond?tions he exposes apply 
largely to those’ apartments which are 
rented on a month-to-month basis, they 
are, nevertheless, also found in apaft- 
ments rented under yearly lease, as” I 
have reason to know. I have every 
sympathy with an honest landlord who 
appreciates a good tenant and whose 
difficulties with unreasonable and tricky 
tenants are ‘great, hut even that land- 
lord insists on a lease: which creates_a 
close approach to peonage, should he so 
desire, and throws the tenant absolutely 
on his mercy in strict legality. ¢ 

I-can, I thidk, speak without bias, as 
it has been my good fortune to have 
leased apartments: only from very high 
class: agents on a yearly basis, but I 
have never yet signed an apartment 
lease in New York without injury to my 
self-respect, for my leases held my 
landlords, to absolutely nothing that 
they did not care to assume.

DIETITIANS FOR FRANCE. 
While Professionals Can't Go, They. 
Offer to Prepare Others. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mrs. Atherton has tly put in a 
call for dietitians to go to. France, stip- 
ulating at the-same time that they must 
volunteer. their services and defray their 
own expenses. Board and living are, 
however, given when their destination. is 
reached. 

The scheme is admirable, and one. that 
makes all dietitians yearn for an inde- 
pendent income. Unfortunately, the 
average professional dietitian is depend- 
ent - lly upon her efforts for her 
livelihood. Not only that, she has spent 
anywhere from two to four years pre- 
paring herself for her work—years in 
which money has been going out for 
education, not coming in. In many in- 
stances she has had to borrow money. 
for the completion of her course. After 
her debts are paid she has still a long 
way to go before she has the “few 
hundreds” to draw out of the bank 
that Mrs. Atherton suggests she can 
spare temporarily. Given that she has 
these “‘‘ fewy hundreds,” what iS she to 
do after the expenditure of the ‘same 
unless she.is able to distover. some in- 
come outside her regular .work?. Re- 
ports from dietitians already in the 
service indicate that no such opportu- 
nity is available. j

strange as it may seem—women~who 
have given up big. positions and have 
gone at a big reduction in salary to do 
their bit in this the struggle of all of us 
fot democracy...

The: Railroad Trusteeship. 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Federal operation of railways during 
the war promises a better war service 
than the companies could render’barred, 
as they are by the anti-trust law, from 
the single-minded effort which Govern- 
ment operation permits and unable, 
largely through the-result, if not the 
intention of public regulation, to obtain 
funds which the Government may com- 
mand. . 

The emergency benefit must not, 
however, be appraised by. normal stand- 
ards, As-in many another case of war 
domination. of» industry the benefit 
shines only .by. contrast. with .wide- 
spread hardships grimly: endured for 
the war’s sake. To be short, the 
broad effects of the extreme: State ‘so- 
cialism forced upon us by war do not 
encourage its continuance in peace. 

The Government. has taken the rail- 
ways in trust. In what spirit shall the 
trust be administered? What shall- be 
its term, and its sequence? 

If the Government. administer the trust 
with an eye only to the dispatch of war 
material and the bare. necessaries of life 
the railways must suffer such pliysical | 
deterioration that the owners will not 
want them returned. ‘They will be éager 
to dispose of them to the Government at 
the best price obtainable. This must not 
happen. The Government takes the 
railways as trustee for the public as well 
as for the owners and must regard the 
permanent no less than the emergency 
interest of the public. Hence, although 
the term of the trust be the period of 
war, an honest performance of the trust 
demands that the efficiency of the lines, 
for service thereafter be assured at what- 
ever cost. ‘To this end- the Government 
must by continuous. and costly repair 
work offset an inevitably racking 
emergency operation. - 

To maintain the lines: in. their present

Government ‘should spend liberally for 
improvements. If, some day, it shall 
acquire the railways permanently the 
expenditure ‘will stand to its credit. If, 
as I hope, the lines shall be returned to 
their owners under proper conditions 
the expenditure will not at all events be 
treated as a gift. 

No differences of opinion on the rail- 
way problem should obscure the imme- 


-| diate duty of the Federal Trustee to 


place the railways in a position to re- 
spond to demands aftér the war. If 
millions be denied today billions must 
be spent tomorrow .and other .billions 
lost during a painful period of rehabili- 
tation. 

Looking forward, we are iniabed that 
Federal opératidh during the war will 
not be followed: by a return to former 
conditions. We shall have Federal own- 
‘etship and operation or Federal owner- 
ship with operating leases, perhaps to 
-Sectional companies, perhaps toa single 
company. Or else the lines: will be 
handed back to their owners to be oper- 
ated under a new system of regulation. 

There is now reason to expect that the 
original provision of the Railway bill 
leaving the Government in control until 
Congress shall see fit to end‘it will be 
replaced by the prescription of a more 
or less definite term.
